Tho gnoi Jury adjourned Tues- 
day after returning VM in- 
dictments', 36, or mora than one- 
fouilh, ayuiiist <Mie luiin, Jcic 
Uryaiit, for the illegal sale of 
wirn,l;y. Most of the other in- 
dictments were for misdemeanors, 
aa very faw faloniea Itave been 
committed in thia county since 
the last U rm. The following i* 
tha report uf the jury submitted 
to the court: 

We, the Kiaiid jury of Hrasthitt 
county, desire to make the follow- 
iog linal re|>ort; 

Wa have •)een in session for a 
period of eiyl't «lnys during this 
pn sent term of court, imd have 
made diligent iu(|uiry into the 
the rarioiis crimes and offenses 
that have been comiaitted in 
Breathitt county and not hereto- 
fore in\ (■>! i;rittod.
